Cain ridiculed for tax plan, ode to 
pizza video 


CHICAGO (AFP) - Republi¬ 
can White House hopeful Her¬ 
man Cain is fielding an unusual 
attack on the 9-9-9 tax plan at 
the heart of his campaign: alle¬ 
gations he cribbed it from a 
computer game that simulates 
city governance. 

The allegations come as the 
political neophyte faces in¬ 
creased scmtiny amid a surge 
in recent polls that have him 
leading the unsettled field of 
Republican contenders to chal¬ 
lenge President Barack Obama 
in 2012. 

He also came under fire 
after over $100,000 in cam¬ 
paign funds were used to buy 
books from Cain's motivational 
speaking company, according 
to reports recently filed with 
federal elections officials. 

A Cain spokesman was not 
immediately available for com¬ 
ment. 

The former head of the 
Godfather's pizza chain is also 
facing some ridicule for a 1991 
performance at the Omaha, Ne¬ 
braska press club in which he 
parodied the John Lennon clas¬ 
sic Imagine. 

Women dressed in bur¬ 
gundy choir robes removed 


Cain's suit jacket for the event 
and dressed him in a white 
choir robe before he solemnly 
took the microphone and soul- 
fully sang: 

"Imagine there's no pizza. I 
couldn't if I tried. Eating only 
tacos, or Kentucky Fried. 
Imagine all the burgers — it's 
frightening and sad. You're 
lucky you have pizza. To feed 
your kids for you. No defrost¬ 
ing or cooking. And no dishes 
you must do." 

Cain, who has an impres¬ 
sive singing voice, has not 
shied away from using it on the 
campaign trail. Just last week 


he sang musical number "The 
Impossible Dream" at a rally in 
Tennessee. 

He has, however, refuted 
the allegations that his 9-9-9 
tax plan — replacing the current 
system with a nine percent na¬ 
tional sales tax and flat nine 
percent tax on business and 
personal income — was bor¬ 
rowed from the popular 
videogame SimCity. 

"It's an original idea, and to 
people who say it's modeled 
after a game — it's a lie," Cain 
told reporters at a recent cam¬ 
paign stop.

Opened in January 2002 in 
the wake of the September 11, 
2001 attacks, the prison swiftly 
became a symbol of the ex¬ 
cesses of "the war on terror" 
launched under former presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush.

Aruban Javier Sint Jago, mem¬ 
ber of the Nuon Solar Team 
competing with his solar pow¬ 
ered vehicle, had the honor of 
being the first to get the “GO” 
signal to take off with his solar 
Nuna6 mobile. He is compe¬ 
ting in the World Solar Chal¬ 
lenge 2011 in Australia. 

This means that the 25 year 
old Aruban student of the TU- 
Delft University had to 
manuever his fragile solar ve¬ 
hicle, Nuna6 through the busy 
traffic of Darwin as they do not 
close roads for this world 
championship. Sint Jago did 


masterfully! He not only 
caught up and whished passed 
the TU Twente equipment on 
the road, but after 100 kilome¬ 
ters he also passed the defend¬ 
ing champion, Tokai Univer¬ 
sity of Japan. 

On Sunday the 16th of Oc¬ 
tober 36 teams from 20 coun¬ 
tries appeared at the starting 
point in Darwin for the 3000 
kilometer distance through the 
dessert to reach Adelaide at the 
south of Australia. 

Everyday the races are 
stopped at 5:30 in the after¬ 
noon and the teams sleep on 


the roadside wherever they 
have reached with their vehi¬ 
cles. The next day they begin 
from where they slept to con¬ 
tinue the race. The participants 
have until Sunday to reach to 
reach the final to conclude the 
race. 

However, it is believed that 
by Thursday the first teams 
may have reached the final. 
The Nuna6 team has very high 
hopes and expectations. This is 
simply because they have for¬ 
mer astronaut and guru of 
durability, Wubbo Ockels as 
their coach. Of the first five 
races that they have driven 
thus far, they won four of 
them! 

Two years ago, the Nuna6 
team lost for the very first 
time. The Tokai team beat 
them that time. After the first 
day of the race, they believe 
that three teams appear to be 
superior to the others. For the 
entire duration thus far, either 
TU Delft, Tokai University or 
University of Michigan is in 
the lead. 

A very relaxed and calm 
Javier St Jago reported that his 
Nuna6, which he worked on 
himself for a solid year is a 
“pleasure to drive.” Despite 


the temperature which has 
risen above 50 degrees in the 
cockpit, the mobile is still a 
pleasure to manuever. The 
strong winds did not have any 
effect on the solar vehicle. 
After driving 317 kilometers 
Sint Jago was relieved by an¬ 
other driver at the first control 
post. The race continued there¬ 
after running head to head. At 
5:30 pm the first day of the 
race was over. 

The Michigan team drove a 
distance of 715,9 kilometers, 
Tokai was 500 meters behind 
them and Nuna6 came in only 
a few meters behind Tokai. 


Nuna6 drove at a speed of 
about 89 kilometers. Univer¬ 
sity of Twente came in fourth 
and reached 633.5 kilometers. 
Green Maniac of Korea lagged 
behind at a distance of 223 
kilometers. 

Provisional results for 
Tuesday, October 18 are: 1st 
place Tokai Solar Car Team 
who arrived at 16.02 ; second 
place Nuon Solar Car Team 
who arrived at 16.37; and third 
place University of Michigan 
who arrived at 16.41.

march nears La Paz 



Rescuers workers remove de¬ 
bris as they recover bodies 
buried during a mudslide in the 
Ciudad Arce department of La 
Libertad, about 40 km (25 
miles) west of San Salvador. 
The death toll rose above 90 
yesterday from heavy rains 
pounding Central America 
after Guatemala reported more 
people swept away by raging 
floodwaters and four people 
drowned in Costa Rica. 

In Guatemala, five more 
deaths were reported, includ¬ 
ing four swept away, bringing 
the death toll to 34 over the 
past week in a nation that has 
been hit particularly hard in 
2011 by flooding and heavy 
rains, officials said. 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - A Syr¬ 
ian rights group called yester¬ 
day for President Bashar 
al-Assad to be tried for "crimes 
against humanity" as troops re¬ 
portedly mounted the fiercest 
raids in the Damascus region 
of their seven-month crack¬ 
down on dissent. 

Activists also reported that 
three people were shot dead by 
security forces when they fired 
on protests in the southern 
province of Daraa, cradle of 
the anti-regime protests that 
erupted in mid-March. 

On the political front, 
neighbouring Turkey wel¬ 
comed Syrian opposition lead¬ 
ers for their first formal talks 


The mayor of the northern 
Guatemala community of 
Mixco, Amilcar Rivera, said it 
was possible the toll would rise. 


as it strives to find an end to 
the bloodletting that has 
claimed more than 3,000 lives 
so far. 

The Syrian League for the 
Defence of Human Rights 
blamed Assad for the deadly 
repression of dissent and said 
he should be "tried for crimes 
against humanity," in a state¬ 
ment received by AFP in 
Nicosia. 

The watchdog said 3,482 
people, including 212 children 
and 99 women, have been 
killed since mid-March and 
4,232 wounded, adding that 
more than 191 deaths "were 
the result of torture in deten¬ 
tion centers." 


Hard-hit El Salvador on 
Monday launched a worldwide 
appeal for humanitarian assis¬

UN human rights chief 
Navi Pillay said at the week¬ 
end that more than 3,000 peo¬ 
ple, including 187 children, 
have been killed in the re¬ 
gime’s crackdown. 

She warned that Syria 
risked "a full-blown civil war." 

In yesterday's violence, 
three civilians were shot dead 
and dozens wounded when se¬ 
curity forces opened fire in the 
Daraa town of Herak, accor¬ 
ding to the Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights. 

The LCC added reported 
tank fire and said electricity 
was cut throughout Herak. 

The Observatory also re¬ 
ported that a sniper killed an 
intelligence officer in Idlib 
province bordering Turkey as 
armed resistance to the secu¬ 
rity forces spread, while search 
operations in the flashpoint 
central province of Homs 
wounded 15 people. 

Around the capital, "several 
towns were targeted by the 
fiercest security operations 
since the start of the revolu¬ 
tion" the Observatory said. 


LA PAZ (AFP) - Hundreds of 
Bolivian Indians are winding 
up a weeks-long march against 
government plans to destroy 
part of an Amazon nature 
refuge to build a highway, and 
now are just one day's walk 
from La Paz, the group's lead¬ 
ers said yesterday. 

The protesters, who left the 
northern city of Trinidad in 
mid-August, were about 30 
kilometers (20 miles) from La 
Paz when they started walking 
yesterday from the town of 
Pongo to Urujara, about 10 
kilometers from the capital. 

The marchers, including 
women, children and elderly 
people, have endured heavy 
rains, frigid temperatures, dif¬ 
ficult mountainous terrain and 
police brutality during their 
600 kilometer (370-mile) jour¬ 
ney. 

Earlier this month, Presi¬ 
dent Evo Morales agreed to 
postpone construction of the 
roadway, a delay which was 
later approved by Bolivia's leg¬ 


islature. 

But the protesters are see¬ 
king assurances that the project 
— or at least the Amazon por¬ 
tion of it — will be scuttled for 
good. 

The Brazil-financed road 
was to have run through the 
Isiboro Secure reserve, level¬ 
ing an ancestral homeland in¬ 
habited by some 50,000 native 
people from three different in¬ 
digenous groups. 

These isolated groups, from 
the humid lowlands, are not 
from the main indigenous 
groups that make up most of 
Bolivia's population, the high¬ 
land Andean Aymara and 
Quechua peoples. 

The lowland people fear 
their traditional lands may be 
overrun by landless highland 
farmers. 

Work on the highway, 
which had been due to be op¬ 
erational in 2014, began in 
June, although not on the seg¬ 
ment running through the re¬ 
serve.

Syria in 'fiercest' crackdown around 
capital, says right group 
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E U bans patents of 
stem cells if embryo 
destroyed 



—Europe's top court on Tues¬ 
day banned researchers from 
patenting any process to ex¬ 
tract stem cells when it leads 
to the destruction of a human 
embryo. 

In a ruling that could af¬ 
fect medical research, the EU 
Court of Justice court said the 
use of human embryos "for 
therapeutic or diagnostic pur¬ 
poses which are applied to 
the human embryo and are 
useful to it is patentable." 

"But their use for pur¬ 
poses of scientific research is 
not patentable," the court 
ruled. 


The EU judges were 
asked by the German Fed¬ 
eral Court of Justice to pro¬ 
vide an interpretation of a 
human embryo following an 
appeal from a German scien¬ 
tist, whose patent on a 
method to create nerve cells 
from human embryonic stem 
cells was ruled invalid. 

The scientist, Oliver 
Bruestle, said there were al¬ 
ready clinical applications for 
his invention to treat patients 
with Parkinson's disease. 

But the Luxembourg- 
based court said that "a 
process which involves re¬ 
moval of a stem cell from a 
human embryo at the blasto¬ 
cyst stage, entailing the de¬ 
struction of that embryo, 
cannot be patented." 

Blastocyst is a later stage 
of embryonic development, 
almost five days after fertili¬ 
sation.

US doctors discourage videos 
for babies under two 



—Like 90 percent of American 
parents, Matthew Sullivan al¬ 
lows his infant daughter and 
five-year-old son to watch tel¬ 
evision, videos and sometimes 
web-streamed content on his 
smartphone. 

He usually limits their 
screen viewing to just over an 
hour a day, and admits that 
handing his phone to his 16- 
month-old daughter so she can 
watch a YouTube video can 
keep her busy and quiet while 
they run errands together. 

"We know it's not great for 
them, but it's not bad either," 
Sullivan, a 36-year-old editor 
in Wilmington, Delaware, told 
AFP. 

Over the past decade, 
media has pervaded the devel¬ 
oped world to such an extent 
that the American Academy of 


Pediatrics on Tuesday issued 
its first guidelines since 1999 
to discourage any screen time 
for kids under two. 

The largest US pediatri¬ 
cians' group says some of the 
50 or so studies on the topic 
have shown that screen view¬ 
ing can be linked to slower lan¬ 
guage development. 

In a new twist, it also 
warned parents to be aware of 
the negative effects their own 
screen-watching can have on 
their children. 

"I like to call it secondhand 
TV," said pediatrician Ari 
Brown, who is the lead author 
of the AAP guidelines, in an 
interview with AFP. 

"When the TV is on, the 
parent is talking less. There is 
some scientific evidence that 
shows that the less talk-time a 


child has, the poorer their lan¬ 
guage development is," she 
said. 

The latest guidelines do not 
refer to interactive play such as 
video games on smartphones 
or other devices, but to media 
watched passively on any kind 
of screen, be it phone, com¬ 
puter, television or other. 

"This updated policy state¬ 
ment provides further evidence 
that media — both foreground 
and background — have poten¬ 
tially negative effects and no 
known positive effects for chil¬ 
dren younger than two years," 
it said. 

"Thus the AAP reaffirms its 
recommendation to discourage 
media use in this age group." 

Brown also said the update 
to the guidelines was needed 
because of the explosion of 
baby DVDs targeting the 0-2 
age group. 

The AAP did not name spe¬ 
cific products, but a host of 
DVDs aimed at babies and 
preschoolers make up a $200 
million annual market in the 
United States, where one third 
of children have a TV in their 
bedrooms by age three. 

Efforts by federal authori¬ 
ties to stop marketers from 
making educational claims on 
their products have fallen 
short, the AAP said.

Lazaridis opened a major RIM 
developers conference here with 
a humble acknowledgement that 
the company stumbled with a 
recent BlackBerry service out¬ 
age and quickly shifted to talk of 
an upbeat future. 

Lazaridis then unveiled a 
next-generation BlackBerry 
BBX platform designed to let 
developers build rich, quick 
applications to run on RIM 
smartphones and its PlayBook 
tablet computers. 

RIM has sold 165 million 
BlackBerry smartphones and 
more than a billion applica¬ 
tions have been downloaded 
from RIM's online App World, 
according to Lazaridis. 


British man is first to be mummified for 
3,000 years 


LONDON (AFP) - A British 
man has become the first per¬ 
son in 3,000 years to be mum¬ 
mified in the same way as 
ancient Egyptian pharaohs, a 
new TV documentary claims, 
after he donated his body to a 
science experiment. 

Alan Billis, a 61-year-old 
taxi driver from Torquay in 
southwest England, died in 
January from lung cancer. Be¬ 
fore he died, he volunteered to 
take part in a mummification 
experiment for television. 

"People have been leaving 
their bodies to science for 
years, and if people don't vol¬ 
unteer for anything nothing 


gets found out," Billis says in 
the documentary, which will 
be screened in Britain on Oc¬ 
tober 24. 

A team led by leading 
forensic pathologist Professor 
Peter Vanezis removed all of 
Billis' organs except his heart 
and brain, and left his body in 
a bath of special salts for a 
month, according to Channel 
4 television. 

The body was dried out in 
a special chamber at 
Sheffield's Medico Legal Cen¬ 
tre in northern England, and 
then wrapped with linen band¬ 
ages to allow the drying to 
continue, to keep his limbs in¬

tact and keep out light and in¬ 
sects. 

They used a process devel¬ 
oped by Dr Stephen Buckley, 
a chemist and research fellow 
from nearby York University, 
who has been studying the 
mummification process for al¬ 
most 20 years. 

He has focused his research 
on ancient Egypt's 18th dy¬ 
nasty, which produced the best 
preserved mummies, including 
the body of Tutankhamun, 
who died in 1323 BC. 

One of Buckley's key dis¬ 
coveries was that, contrary to 
popular belief, the mummies 
did not have their brain re¬ 
moved through their nose. 

Before Billis, Buckley had 
experimented with the mum¬ 
mification process on the legs 
of pigs, which have very simi¬ 
lar tissue to human flesh, and 
even transformed his shed to 
replicate the desert conditions 
in Egypt. 

The process took three 
months and has been hailed a 
success by a number of expert 
scientists. 


The launch of the new 
BlackBerry 7 line of handsets 
was touted as the best in the 
company's history.

Known for serious, work 
handsets as compared to sleek 
Apple or Android smartphones 
tailored for Intemet-on-the-go 
lifestyles, RIM showcased 
game applications. 

In another sign that RIM is 
intent on shedding the "busi¬ 
ness-only" image of its de¬ 
vices, the company is building 
on freshly released BlackBerry 
Balance technology that lets 
work and play applications 
exist in harmony on handsets. 

Balance, which will ship 
with every BlackBerry device, 
keeps company programs 
walled off from personal apps 
loaded onto handsets, accord¬ 
ing to RIM software vice pres¬ 
ident Alan Panezic.

European stocks hit on France 
downgrade warning 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
stocks were mostly fell and the 
euro slid against the dollar yes¬ 
terday after Moody's warned 
that its credit rating for France 
could be put on negative out¬ 
look, reigniting eurozone debt 
fears. 

Shares were also hit by 
weaker-than-expected Chinese 
growth data, news which 
weighed heavily on Asia-Pa¬ 
cific shares. 

The Paris CAC 40 index 
fell 0.79 percent to 3,141.1 
points after Moody's warned it 
may place a negative outlook 
on its Aaa credit rating for 
France as the government's fi¬ 
nancial strength "has weak¬ 
ened." 

The annual credit report re¬ 
leased on Monday was a shot 
across the bow for the second 
largest economy in the euro¬ 
zone, which currently enjoys 
the top credit rating from 
Moody's and rival ratings 
agencies. 

London's FTSE 100 index 
of leading shares slid 0.49 per¬ 
cent to 5,410.35 points, as in¬ 
vestors also reacted to news 
that British annual inflation hit 
a three-year high of 5.2 percent 
in September. 

Frankfurt's DAX 30 


dropped around one percent 
after data showed German in¬ 
vestor confidence fell to the 
lowest level for nearly three 
years in October, but rallied to 
close up 0.31 percent on 
5,877.41 points. 

German stocks apparently 
benefitted from concerns about 
France, said traders. 

"At the moment investors 
still consider German stocks as 
safe," said Baader Bank ana¬ 
lyst Robert Halver. 

Moody's warning weighed 
most on sentiment, traders 
said. 

"It is Moody's putting 
France's prized triple A credit 
rating on negative watch that is 
getting the bears out in force 
today," said Capital Spreads 
analyst Simon Denham. 

US stocks shrugged off the 
France warning, and clawed 
into positive territory as in¬ 
vestors sifted through a series 
of company earnings reports. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was up 0.07 percent 
to 11,404.72 points by 1500 
GMT. 

The tech-heavy Nasdaq 
Composite edged up 0.05 per¬ 
cent to 2,616.23 points, while 
the S&P 500, a broader meas¬ 
ure of the markets, advanced

The dollar slipped to 76.76 
yen from 76.82 yen and gold 
prices dropped to $1,631 an 
ounce from $1,682. 

Market sentiment was also 
hit by China announcing that 
its economic growth slowed to 
9.1 percent in the third quarter 
as government efforts to tame 
inflation and turbulence in Eu¬ 
rope and the US curbed activ¬ 
ity. 

Growth in the world's se¬ 
cond-largest economy slowed 
from 9.5 percent in the second 
quarter to its lowest rate in two 
years, the National Bureau of 
Statistics (NBS) said Tuesday. 

Asia-Pacific markets closed 
sharply lower on the news, 
with Hong Kong diving 4.23 
percent, Shanghai losing 2.33 
percent, Tokyo shedding 1.55 
percent and Sydney slumping 
2.07 percent.

WTO members close to 


deal on public works 
worth billions 


GENEVA (AFP) - Members at 
the World Trade Organization 
are close to a deal on public 
works tenders which could un¬ 
lock tens of billions of dollars 
in new market access annually. 

Negotiations on the agree¬ 
ment, which has been ten years 
in the making, could be con¬ 
cluded in time for the WTO's 
ministerial conference in De¬ 
cember, said Nicholas Niggli, 
who chairs the negotiating 
committee on the issue. 

"We believe we have the 
time to conclude the long-run¬ 
ning Government Procurement 
Agreement negotiations, and 
the time is precisely during the 
WTO ministerial," sa-id Nig¬ 
gli, after a meeting on the 
topic. 

Some 95 percent of negoti¬ 
ations have been done, noted 
Niggli. 

At the moment, some 42 
economies are signatories of 
the existing agreement, but 
several others, including 
China, are in the queue to join. 


Current negotiations are 
aimed at extending the cover¬ 
age of the agreement to include 
more than 200 new ministries, 
government agencies and other 
public entities. 

In addition, it includes new 
coverage of telecommunica¬ 
tions and offers full access to 
construction services. 

A WTO study taking into 
account the 42 economies and 
several others including China 
and Brazil shows that the new 
agreement could lead to be¬ 
tween $380 and 970 billion of 
new market access annually. 

For the five BRICS (Brazil, 
Russia, India, China and South 
Africa) — all of which are non¬ 
members of the GPA currently 
— the amount of potential mar¬ 
ket access reached between 
$233 and 596 billion. 

Niggli expressed optimism 
that a deal could be reached by 
the ministerial meeting which 
starts December 15. 

"I bet on the fact that we 
will strike a deal," said Niggli. 
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23 Swedish women 
convicted in rare 
child porn case 

STOCKHOLM, (AFP) - A 
Swedish court on Tuesday 
convicted 23 women of pos¬ 
sessing child pornography in 
a case that has drawn wide¬ 
spread attention because 
child pornography perpetra¬ 
tors are usually men. 

The ringleader in the case 
was however a man, 43-year- 
old Lars Skoglund, who who 
distributed large quantities of 
pornographic material featur¬ 
ing children to the women. 

He was convicted of ag¬ 
gravated child pornography 
and sentenced to one year in 
prison. 

According to the court, 
the photographs and films 
depict children being raped 
by adults, in some cases with 
the children tied up.

Michael Jackson trial put 
on hold 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
trial of Michael Jackson's doc¬ 
tor Conrad Murray was sus¬ 
pended for two days on 
Monday to allow his defense 
team to assess a new report on 
what was in the singer's stom¬ 
ach when he died. 

Judge Michael Pastor 
agreed to give Murray's 
lawyers the time to discuss the 
medical examiner's report with 
their own experts, saying the 
trial will resume today. 

The forensic toxicology re¬ 
port two years ago found the 
cause of death to be acute in¬ 
toxication of propofol, an 
anesthetic, but also noted the 
anti-anxiety drug lorazepam 


was in the singer's system. 

Defense lawyers have por¬ 
trayed Jackson as a desperate 
addict and at first suggested he 
could have given himself an 
extra dose of propofol while 
the doctor was out of the room. 

But in a surprise move they 
later dropped that claim and 
focused instead on the theory 
that a fatal cocktail was pro¬ 
duced when the late singer ad¬ 
ministered himself some extra 
lorazepam. 

Defense lawyer Ed Cher- 
noff, calling for the delay, in¬ 
sisted that Murray's team 
"have to have the ability to ad¬ 
dress" the issue before the trial 
resumes.

NBA: Owners, 
players meet with 
mediator 


NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
players and owners returned 
to the bargaining table with a 
federal mediator on Tuesday 
in hopes of reaching a deal to 
end a dispute over money that 
has shut down the league for 
110 days. 

The first two weeks of the 
2011-2012 NBA season have 
already been cancelled and 
NBA commissioner David 
Stern said that more games 
could be wiped out if the two 
sides, widely split on how to 
divide revenues, cannot reach 
a deal Tuesday. 

NBA owners will meet 
Wednesday and Thursday to 
discuss their next moves in 
the stalemate, the first shut¬ 
down of the league since the 
1998-99 season was reduced 
from 82 to 50 games per club 
over similar issues. 

US mediator George 
Cohen, who entered a similar 
collective bargaining dispute 
earlier this year involving 
American football team own¬ 
ers and players, met with each 
side separately on Monday 
ahead of the session with both 
groups. 


Cohen's background also 
includes serving as a lawyer 
for Major League Baseball's 
players union in 1995 when a 
court injunction against club 
owners in 1995 ended a 7 1/2- 
month dispute, one that wiped 
out the 1994 World Series. 

Billionaire club owners 
and multi-millionaire NBA 
players each want about 53 
percent of revenues, a four- 
percent cut in what players 
enjoyed from the prior con¬ 
tract that expired July 1. 

Owners want to exclude 
more income from the rev¬ 
enues that must be shared 
with players and they want a 
larger chunk of the shared 
money as well, plus a salary 
cap without the numerous ex¬ 
ceptions that were in the prior 
contract. 

Players have already 
agreed to cuts they say would 
provide the league $1.3 bil¬ 
lion over six years and do not 
want a salary cap. 

Some players have signed 
with overseas clubs to be cer¬ 
tain of not losing a full year of 
their careers to the lockout.

deadline. 

The Bengals obtained a 


first-round pick in the 
2012 NFL Draft and a 
choice in the 2013 
draft in exchange for 
the 31-year-old quar¬ 
terback. 

If the Raiders win 
a playoff game this 
season, the 2013 pick 
would be a first-round 
selection. If not, it 
will be a second- 
round choice. 

The Raiders, in early play¬ 
off contention at 4-2, needed 
a new signal caller after Jason 
Campbell suffered a broken 
collarbone and underwent 
surgery on Monday that will 
sideline him for at least six 
weeks. 

That left Oakland's only 


quarterbacks as rookie Ter- 
relle Pryor and Kyle Boiler, 
who last started in 2009.

ST. LOUIS (AFP) - A year 
after losing their World Series 
debut to San Francisco, the 
Texas Rangers are back in 
Major League Baseball’s best- 
of-seven championship final 
against the St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals. 

The Rangers hope to com¬ 
plete their unfinished business 
starting today at St. Louis in a 
matchup of teams full of ball- 
smashing sluggers. 

”We wanted to win last 
year," Rangers outfielder Josh 
Hamilton said. "We expect to 
win this year." 

Texas averaged more than 
six runs a game in defeating 
Detroit in the American 
League finals while the Cardi¬ 
nals avweraged more than 
seven runs a game in dispatch¬ 
ing Milwaukee in the National 
League finals. 

"I feel better about this 
team at this time this year than 


I did last year," said team pres¬ 
ident and retired Hall of Fame 
pitcher Nolan Ryan said. "It's 
more balanced, which is im¬ 
portant." 

The Cardinals have won 11 
World Series crowns, the most 
recent of them coming in 
2006, and rank second to the 
New York Yankees on the all- 
time title list. This will be the 
18th trip to the World Series 
for St. Louis. 

The Rangers, formed in 
1961 as the Washington Sena¬ 
tors, moved to the Dallas sub¬ 
urbs in 1972 and finally 
reached the World Series in 
their 50th season. 

"The Rangers are a scary 
team," said St. Louis slugger 
David Freese, who blasted 
three homers in the NL finals 
and went 12-for-22 while bat¬ 
ting in 10 runs.
